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Note 1 : Applicant argues that the art of record, Fujimoto, does not show or describe at least, "an image-processing conrtponent adapted to 
generate data to display a preliminary scanned image model for use in processing at least a portion of a scanned image,". Further 
applicant argues that the image displayed is displayed after encoding methods are determined. Examiner has considered the argument, 
and in review of the Fujimoto reference, has detemined the argument is not persuasive. First of all, Fujimoto discloses generating and 
displaying a preliminary scanned image model for use In processing at least a portion of a scanned image. (Fig 2, Col 7 Lin 36-40) 
Furthermore, although Fujimoto discloses that the image is displayed after dividing regions and setting encoding methods as argued by 
the applicant, the user is still able to switch regions and set different encoding methods in order to achieve a desired quality that best 
represents a price and time of transmission. (See Fig 2 Buttons) As a result, the Fujimoto Reference still reads on the amended as 
submitted on 17 November 2005. 
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
